The Treaty of Peace, whereof 
the Preleminaries are ſettled, does not pleaſe King 
James, (or as he is a Man of no extraordinary Parts, 
and a meer Bigot, he firmly thought that the Catho- 
lick Princes, aſter having made uſe of . Exg/and to 
bring France to ſome reaſonable Terms, would imme- 
diately break with King William in favour of the Ca- 
tholick Religion; though ene has ſo of- 
ten venturd his Life to oppoſe. their Enemy.
